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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

1. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Murata 
(2001/0055678 A1). 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1 .131 . 
Murata relates to an expanded pressure sensitive adhesive layer (3) constituting of heat 
expandable microspheres (page-2, paragraph-0029), acrylic adhesive (page-3, 
paragraph-0031), and cross-linking additives such as polyisocyanates and melamine, 
etc. (page-3, paragraph-0030). The adhesive layer is formed on one surface of a 
substrate (2) (page-1 , paragraph-0020). 

The preamble phrase "A tacky dust cleaner" has not been given any patentable weight 
because it has been held that a preamble has been denied the effect of a limitation 
where the claim is drawn to a structure and the portion of the claim following the 
preamble is a self-contained description of the structure not depending for 
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completeness upon the introductory clause. Kropa V, Robie, 88 USPQ 478 (CCPA 
1951). In this case, the structure of the expanded adhesive layer is a self-contained 
description of the structure. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over Carfagna 
(6779976) in view of Murata. 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
only under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) might be overcome 
by: (1) a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not an 
invention "by another"; (2) a showing of a date of invention for the claimed subject 
matter of the application which corresponds to subject matter disclosed but not claimed 
in the reference, prior to the effective U.S. filing date of the reference under 37 CFR 
1 . 1 31 ; or (3) an oath or declaration under 37 CFR 1 . 1 30 stating that the application and 
reference are currently owned by the same party and that the inventor named in the 
application is the prior inventor under 35 U.S.C. 104, together with a terminal disclaimer 
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in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c). For applications filed on or after November 29, 
1999, this rejection might also be overcome by showing that the subject matter of the 
reference and the claimed invention were, at the time the invention was made, owned 
by the same person or subject to an obligation of assignment to the same person. See 
MPEP § 706.02(l)(1) and § 706.02(l)(2). 

Carfagna relates to a tacky dust cleaner (abstract) having an expanded pressure 
sensitive adhesive layer (24) on one surface of a substrate (22). The adhesive 
constitutes of acrylic based adhesive with elastic microspheres (col. 4, lines 16-20). The 
adhesive sheets can be ina stack with the adhesive on the outside (figures 2-3). 
However, Carfagna fails to teach that the adhesive also contains isocyanate and amine 
based compounds. Murata, as discussed above, teaches the advantage of the 
presence of polyisocyanate and melamine as cross-linkers. Therefore, it would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to utuilize Murata's teaching of using 
polyisocyanate and melamine as cross-linking agents in the adhesive composition of 
Carfagna with the motivation to cross-link the adhesive composition. 

4. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over Carfagna in 
view of Murata and Dreher (3342325). 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
only under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) might be overcome 
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by: (1) a showing under 37 CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not an 
invention "by another"; (2) a showing of a date of invention for the claimed subject 
matter of the application which corresponds to subject matter disclosed but not claimed 
in the reference, prior to the effective U.S. filing date of the reference under 37 CFR 
1 .131 ; or (3) an oath or declaration under 37 CFR 1 .130 stating that the application and 
reference are currently owned by the same party and that the inventor named in the 
application is the prior inventor under 35 U.S.C. 104, together with a terminal disclaimer 
in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c). For applications filed on or after November 29, 
1999, this rejection might also be overcome by showing that the subject matter of the 
reference and the claimed invention were, at the time the invention was made, owned 
by the same person or subject to an obligation of assignment to the same person. See 
MPEP § 706.02(l)(1) and § 706.02(l)(2). 

Carfagna and Murata, as discussed above, fails to teach that the adhesive sheet 
composite is in a rolled state. Dreher discloses a lint remover wherein the adhesive is 
provided on the outside of the sheet and the sheet can be in a rolled or stack form 
(figures 5-7). Dreher shows that stack and roll are equivalent structure known in the art. 
Therefore, because these two stack and roll were art-recognized equivalents at the time 
the invention was made, one of ordinary skill in the art would have found it obvious to 
substitute roll for stack. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claim 3 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art uncovered so far fails to teach the presence of an antistatic layer between 
the expanded pressure sensitive adhesive and the substrate as claimed.
